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SENIOR  CLASS  HISTORY 


“The  best  layed  schemes  ’o  mice  and  men  Gang  aft  agley.”  And  so  it 
was.  We  began  our  high  school  life  much  the  same  as  any  other  class, 
looking  and  planning  toward  the  future.  But  in  1942  we  were  to  learn 
that  we  must  reshape  our  plans  and  outlook,  for  our  country  had  become 
engaged  in  a  great  war.  So  with  some  fields  becoming  more  limited  and 
others  expanding,  we  entered  our  senior  year. 

Our  class  had  its  share  of  captains,  editors,  and  officers  of  the  various 
activities.  Jack  Gates  served  as  our  president;  Jack  Peabody,  vice-presi¬ 
dent;  Margaret  Fries,  secretary;  and  Phyllis  Baker,  treasurer.  Sponsors, 
Mrs.  Shull  and  Mr.  DeVol,  planned  and  worked  with  us  through  the  years. 
We  chose  the  gardenia  as  our  class  flower,  red  and  white  our  colors,  and 
our  motto  reads:  “Not  at  the  top,  hut  climbing.” 

By  virtue  of  scholastic  achievement  Boh  Fisher  gained  the  honor  of 
valedictorian  of  the  class  of  ’43  and  likewise  Phyllis  Baker  was  named 
salutatorian. 

On  May  20  and  21  the  senior  thespians  presented  a  three-act  farce 
entitled  “The  Whole  Town’s  Talking,”  a  story  of  romance  and  its  inevit¬ 
able  complications. 

Although  our  class  was  never  an  exceedingly  large  one,  the  war  with 
its  victory  educational  courses,  pleas  to  join  the  armed  forces,  and  18-19 
year  old  draft  program  took  its  toll  of  our  members.
